We are 
quite proud to have become known as the 
neighborly town. 

We humbly predict that in the near 
future, our fair city of Belleville, will ad¬ 
vance even more rapidly than in the past. 
Good city government, reliable county 
officials, and your cooperation, will make 
Belleville really great.

The territory of Illinois was cut out of 
Indiana territory, and on April 24, 1809, 
Ninian Edwards was appointed as the first ter¬ 
ritorial governor. Settled in 1806, Compton 
Hill, was selected in 1814 as the seat of St. 
Clair County and in 1819 when it incorporated 
as a village, the name was changed to Belle¬ 
ville-:—“Beautiful City.” 

George Blair’s corn field was chosen as the 
location for the Court House and the streets 
were blocked accordingly around the area 
known as the Square. The first Court House 
was a two-story frame building erected in 1817 
for $1,525. In 1827 a new and larger Court 
House was necessary. A new structure finished 
in 1831 cost $3,189.85. The present structure 
was completed in 1861 at a total cost of 
$1 15,11 1.08.

Having no jail in the early days, the village of 
Belleville had its whipping post and pillory: “Where 
criminals, bound hand and foot, were made the un¬ 
willing recipients of from five to forty lashes, accord¬ 
ing to the offense or crime committed. There were 
two or three walnut trees in the vicinity of the pub¬ 
lic square, which were used to save the county the 
expense of erecting a special whipping-post, and 
there was witnessed the laceration and bleeding of 
many a poor fellow’s back ... It is believed, however, 
that only one man was ever punished in Belleville by 
being put in the pillory . . . Noble was exposed for 
about one hour in the pillory, which was erected 
about the center of the public square.”

Long acknowledged the foremost newspaper in 
Southern Illinois, the Belleville News-Democrat also 
has the distinction of being the first newspaper in 
Belleville to publish a daily edition in the English 
language. It has served the community and St. 
Clair County continuously since 1855 when the 
Belleville Democrat was established by the youthful 
Rev. William F. Boyakin and H. L. Fleming. 

The year 1883 saw the consolidation of the 
Weekly Democrat and the Daily News, the city’s 
first* English language daily, which had been or¬ 
ganized by Judge William J. Underwood. 


Fred J. Kern in partnership with Fred W. Kraft 
bought the News-Democrat in December, 1891, 
and in January, 1895, Mr. Kern purchased the in¬ 
terest of Mr. Kraft and became sole owner of the 
newspaper. Under the militant editorship of Fred 
J. Kern the News-Democrat grew in stature and 
many of Mr. Kern’s editorials were quoted through¬ 
out the nation. 

Following his death, November 9, 1931, the 
sons of Fred J. Kern assumed the operation of the 
paper, and Robert L. Kern and Richard P. Kern 
remain at the helm today.

The Belleville Daily Advocate now in its one hun¬ 
dred fourteenth year of publication, was established 
in 1839 being the first permanent newspaper in 
St. Clair County and ten years later, in 1849, be¬ 
came the first newspaper to publish a daily edition 
in Illinois. 

Abraham Lincoln had a personal interest in the 
Advocate and was largely responsible for its found¬ 
ing As it gained in prestige and its circulation 
increased, the Advocate absorbed at least seven 
other newspapers. During its more than a century 
of uninterrupted service to the community, the 
Advocate has had as its editors and writers many 
leading and distinguished men of Illinois. 

As it published a daily even before what now are 
metropolitan cities, so the Advocate has blazed the 
trail of modern progress and today is the equal of 
metropolitan dailies with the added “home person* 
ality” of reporting the happenings of its own town 
and the doings of its people. 


The first newspaper in southern Illinois to obtain 
leased wire telegraphic news reports, the Advocate 
was, likewise, the first Belleville paper to install a 
high speed rotary press and the first with a stereo¬ 
typing department. It was also the first paper in 
St. Clair County to become a member of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations, which guarantees to its 
advertisers that it “Always Tells the Truth About 
Its Circulation.’* 

The first publishers were James L. Boyd and John 
T. C. Clark Printed in a building on the corner of 
Main and High streets as a five column folio, it was 
issued every Saturday morning until it began pub¬ 
lishing daily, ten years later. In 1854 the name of 
the Belleville Advocate was changed to the Daily 
Belleville Advocate. 

The Advocate is published by the Belleville Advo¬ 
cate Printing Company, of which Cyril A. Arnold is 
president and Miss Anna L. Stolle, secretary-treas¬ 
urer.

The Crusader, a student newspaper published each 
term, is one of the largest student publications in this 
area. Our paper sports six columns of type and is supplied 
with plenty of pictures to help in telling the story thor¬ 
oughly. It is completely edited by ourselves. Each year 
the staff, under the direction of the business manager, 
must sell sufficient advertising to pay our bills. 

Under Editor Jake Lippert, this year’s paper has been 
streamlined considerably. The old English style of type 
for the heading was dropped and the shadow type mast¬ 
head has been used along with the Lydian style of flush 
left headlines. 

James Gill, a hard-working junior, won for himself an 
enviable position on the staff as feature editor. 

Joe "Oracle” Orlet has done a bang-up job as sports 
editor this year. He was particularly impartial, giving all 
a kind word, building morale in every column he wrote. 

Vin Koehr, managing editor of the paper, had as his 
job, the editing of page four. He won several essay con¬ 
tests this year. Brother Michael Brangan is adviser of 
the publication.

Many Products 

Belleville has some sixty-six industries. It manu¬ 
factures stoves, iron and aluminum castings, ranges, 
industrial machinery, and machine parts, tools, 
cigars, beer, shoes, dresses, trousers, caskets, stencil 
machines, nails, monuments, Venetian blinds, foods 
and many other items necessary to the everyday 
living and the luxury tastes of the nation. 

Farming Too 

St. Clair County abounds with rich agricultural 
products such as corn, wheat, oats, alfalfa, red 
clover, sweet clover, Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
asparagus, pork, beef, poultry and dairy items. 

Agricultural Industries 

The chief agricultural industries located or which 
might locate in Belleville are: Alfalfa de-hydrating; 
Egg drying; Corn stover as source of cellulose; Corn 
and corn stalks for the manufacture of paper, wall- 
board and industrial alcohol; and the manufacture 
of vegetable oil from soybeans. 

Commercial Gardening 

The metropolitan area of St. Louis provides a 
steady market for garden products and the Belle¬ 
ville environs engage in vegetable gardening to a 
large extent. Sweet corn, horseradish, tomatoes, 
lettuce, potatoes, spinach, cabbage, asparagus, 
watermelon and small fruits are the principal prod¬ 
ucts. 


Industries producing manufactured goods nor¬ 
mally employ 4,500 people. The majority are skilled 
workmen. About seventeen stove and allied indus¬ 
tries normally employ 2,000 people. They too, are 
skilled in their respective work. 

Big Payrolls 

Belleville also manufactures coal, gas and wood 
ranges, room and water heaters, both for coal and 
gas, and furnaces. Stove and allied industries 
dominate the industrial life of Belleville. About 
1,975 skilled workmen earn an annual payroll of 
of nearly five million dollars. 

Coal Mining 

Belleville has an unlimited supply of bituminous 
coal. There are some twenty coal mines within the 
immediate vicinity employing approximately 2,200 
miners. These mines have a combined production 
of 1,000,000 tons a year. Strip mining has been en¬ 
gaged in in the past few years. It is estimated that 
there are more than six and one-half billion tons 
of coal still in the ground in St. Clair and Madison 
Counties. Our coal can be readily converted into 
coke, with a tar yield of ten gallons to the ton. 

Industrial Raw Materials 

Raw materials found in close proximity to Belle¬ 
ville are lead, zinc, barytes, fire clay, haydite, kaolin, 
hickory, ash, oak, cypress, petrolem, and wool. 
Others are: fluorspar, silica, dolomite, ganister, 
limestone, yellow ochre and talc. 

Transportation 

The railroads serving Belleville have connections 
with 28 carriers in the East St. Louis and St. Louis 
switching district. Bus and air service are also con¬ 
venient to Belleville.
